recommended jit as ferviceable, efpecially -to the 
younger Phyficians, practifing” in the country, 
where the Medicines prefcribed are’ eafily pro- 
curable in high perfection. But’ this by no 
means correfponds with the original and avowed 
defign of the compilation, which ‘was, to admi- 
nifter relief and eafe to poor patients deftitute of 
advice. hat fo truly noble a defign therefore 
may at length have. its full effeG, we have oiven 
the work in Eaglifh with all> proper fidelity ; 
having only omitted a Prefcription or two which 


favoured

favoured of fuperftition, (tho’ patronized by emi- 
nént Profeffors) and another which feemed wholly * 
unneceflary, and to interfere a little with Decency 
and Morality. We have added to it moreovet 
Jarge Annotations, particularly defcribing, and 
more fully explaining, the features and. proper- 
ties of moft of the SimpLes here prefcribed. 
But, as the original is not eafy to be met with, 
we have, for the conveniency of the learned, 
preferved the Latin names of Difeafes and Plants 
in their alphabetical order, and, for the benefig 
of others, have rendered them in the mother- 
tongue, and have annexed a GLossaRy or Ex-| 
planation of Terms, and a GeneraL INnpEx. 
So that, we conceive, nothing is now wanting 
to make it a work of general fervice to the Pub- 
jic. And thegreat Names, which give a fanction 
to the feveral Prefcriptions, together with the 
fubfcription of the College, are fufficient tefti- 
monials of its merit. 

There is fomewhat exceedingly engaging in 
the Science of Botany, which is obferved to have 
had a confiderable fhare in the Wifdom of Solo- 
mon. And this ftudy has been wifely cultivated 
fince his time by the Orientalifts, particularly the 
Arabians, and highly improved of late years by 
the Europeans. . The laboured preparations of 
art, and the effects of nature, are very different. 
The hot and forcible productions of the Chymitts

; The Tranflator’s Preface. ix 
have deftroyed millions.....In..our-moft..unpreju- 
diced judgment therefore, we cannot but prefer 
the method of prefcription here laid down. And 
it is to be wifhed that the prefent practice were 
a little more confined to the ufe of Simpless 
which are moft beneficial in their crude ftate, 
which are fo kindly received into the Stomach, fo 
benignly entertained there, fo eafily digefted, and 
fo naturally-afimilated to the habit of the human 
body. Nor is it any fmall recommendation of 
this part of the Materia Adedica, the vegetable © 
kingdom, that the food of the Antediluvians 
was limited to it; which therefore may be con- 
fidered as one sales and that perhags not the 
dealt, of their Longevity, 

We have only to add, that Mr. Stabe Crufoy 
the Compiler of this:work, was an Apothecary 
in Town, and very ‘eminent in his profeffions 
He was learned, and as well verfed in the pro-. 
perties as the compofition of Medicines, In this 
bufinefs he ‘was brought up under the care of 
Mr. Thomas Lee;..whom he commemorates by

the patient remaining for four or fix hours after- 
wards without taking either victuals or drink: But 
if it fhould not happen to agree with the ftomach, _ 
then it may be taken only every other day. Fora P| 
child from two years to fix, the dofeisthree or four _ 
drops in a fpoonful or two of red wine. From fix 
years old toten, let a dram of the fpirit be mixed 
with a pint of wine for feven dofes. It is to be con- 
tinued, ifneceflary, for a fortnight longer in the 
fame manner. From ten to fourteen years, the 
quantity of the fpirit may be increafed to two drams. — 
From fourteen to eighteen, to two drams anda 
half: and after eighteen to five drams. During 
four months after this courfe is begun, a fteel trufs 
muft be worn night and day, exaétly fitted to the 
rupture.

Firft, 
he returned the inteftines into the belly, then ap- 
plied a corrofive medicine about the os pnbis, to 
the place where the mteftines defcended (and he re- 
commends oil of vitriol) in fuch plenty that it might 
foon penetrate the fkin; for the deeper the efchar, 
the more effectual the remedy: therefore he orders 
it to be repeated forthree or four days, that the 
fkin may be the more corroded; and upon every 
freth application ‘of the oil of vitriol, he removed | 
the old efchar, thdt it might penetrate the better. 
Then he drefled the wound with a plaifter of para- 
celfus and oxycroceum mixed in equal parts and 
fpread upon leather, and fecured it with comprefies 
and bandages. ‘This plaifter alone, he affirms, is 
fufficient to feparate the efchar, andcure the ul- 
cer. Ifthere was any excrefcence of fpungy fleth, 
he ordered itto be eaten off with the Japis inferna- 
lis, The patient mult. obferve afpare diet, and 
refrain from exercife, till the wound is cured. » Af- 
ter which he lays the rupture-plaifter on the efchar,.
